Hawaii’s most famous 
contribution to world fash- 
ion is arguably the aloha 
shirt. In the 1930s, Hawaii’s 
clothing industry produced 
flashy, all-occasion sports- 
wear for beachgoers and 
tourists. The shirt was origi- 
nally made of lightweight 
Japanese kimono fabric. 
The term “aloha shirt” 
originated from a 1935 
newspaper ad for a Honolulu 
clothier who advertised shirts 
for 95 cents. Authentic 
“silkies” that cost $3.95 in 
the 1950s are collectors’ 
items worth hundreds of 
dollars. But today’s fash- 
ions at stores like Hilo 
Hattie cost about $25.
